C. J. Thomas, 
ten thousand children, — beautifully 
attired,— mingled their glad voices 
in one grand harmony of praise to 
that God from whom all blessings 
flow.” The Tabernacle was taste- 
fully and appropriately decorated with 
garlands, wreaths, festoons, escutch- 
eons and banners, bearing suggestive 
devices and mottos. The entire con- 
course resembled an immense garden 
of flewers ; a most beautiful contrast, 
surely to the 143 men who, twenty- 
seven years ago, travel- worn and 
weary, halted at this place, un- 
ed their wagens and commenced 
plowing and planting. When these 
pioneers began their labors, the whole 
valley was little better than a barren 
waste of dry sand and sagebrush. 
There was plenty of water in the 
surrounding mountains, but how to 
utilize it was the unsolved problem. 
They finally conceived the idea of 
bringing it through their farms in 
ditches, thus watering their crops by 
artificial means. he experiment 
preved a feasible one, and to-day 
over 300 canals, measuring in the ag- 
gregate 1,000 miles, done at an ex- 
pense of $1,766,935, thoroughly irri- 
te an area of 153,949 acres of most 
highly cultivated farming land. The 
wilderness has been literally made to 
„bud and blossom with every variety 
of fruit trees and flowering shrub.” 

The city is charming; it cuddles 
down in a nest of mountains, some of 
which are perpetually snow - capped. 
On the north lies Salt Lake with 
several mountainous islands towering 
above its saline and bitter waters. The 
_ streets of the city are one hundred and 
thirty feet wide, and cross each other 
at right-angles, while on either side, 
rippling over pebbly beds, are limpid 
streams of pure soft mountain water. 
Lots are laid out large so that each 
occu — has abundant room for garden 
and fruit trees. 

The city has many fine buildings, 
but the one that first arrests the eye 
of the app ing traveler is the 
great Tabernacle. It presents a most 
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unique appearance, is oval in form, 
— hundred and fifty feet long by 
ene hundred and fifty feet wide. The 
roof is supported by forty-six stone 
columns, cut from red sandstone ; on 
these: pi rests the roof in one un- 
broken arch, forming the largest self- 
sustaining roof on the continent. The 
ceiling is eighty feet above the floor. 


The organ is in sige in America, 
and was constructed a Mormon 
artisan of Salt Lake. » floor and 


galleries will seat thirteen thousand 


e. 
aie the same enclosure and near the 
Tabernacle is the Temple, now in 
course of construction. It is built of 
a beautiful sparkling black and white 
granite, obtained in the Wasatch 
mountains, some fifteen miles away. 
The foundations of the building are 
sixteen feet below the surface. The 
walls are eight feet thick. Its length, 
including the tewers, is a hundred an 
eighty feet, by a width of ninety-nine 
feet. When completed the main 
building will be a hundred feet high, 
surmounted by six towers — three at 
either end—the centre ones rising two 
hundred feet above the ground. There 
are many other fine public buildings 
in Salt Lake, which I have not space 
to mention in this letter. 4 tic 

The ‘‘ Townseud House,” the best 
hotel in the city; is owned and kept 
by a Mormon, and is really one of the 
finest hotels west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. | 
Ultimately, the Mormons have the 
right to be proud of their great 
achievements in twenty-seven years ; 
for Salt Lake is only a type of man 
thriving and beautiful towns sca 
throughout the length and breadth of 
the Territory, while railroads are 
being rapidly pushed to every section 
of the country. I predict for Utah 
a great and 1 future, and 
know of no State or Territory that 
offers greater inducements for an in- 
flux of immigration, to capitalists, aa 
well as fortune seekers.

“As an instance of this ignorance, if it may be termed such, we b noth: 1 
the Glasgow Daily Review of Sept. 5, 1874, the following: — One of those 
brief packages of news called ‘exchange paragraphs,’ informed our readers 
that on Wednesday the steamer Wyoming sailed from Liverpool, with about 
400 passengers en route for Salt Lake City, the social, civie, and ecclesiastical | 

capital of the Territory of Utah, the Utopia of Mormonism. * * Of these 
400 seekers of new homes in the land of the new faith, we are told that one- 
half are English, Welsh, and Scottish. Such a statement should strike the 
thoughtful as strange, and yet tis true, tis pity, pity tis tis true.“ We 
find that this adventurous sect has established a missionary agency which for 
activity and enterprise in the way of captivating converts, may well excite the 
‘wonder of those who hold the creed of centuries and support the missions 
of the Messiah. Notices of their success in securing proselytes are continually 
‘turning ap in quiet little paragraphs like that alluded to above; and though 
the propagands is carried on in a sort of semi-sly way, even in the very centres 
of our best Christian populations, little heed is paid by the public-in general to 
the missions of Mormonism. Utah presents a Territory of 121,000 square 
miles, in which there is not one inhabitant yet to the square mile, and such ag 
extent of surface of not merely dreamland is enticing, then, too, the plenty 
promised has charms, and the chance of a new life under new inflliences has 
nome effect, yet it seems strange that a faith such as Mormonism offers for * 
me, should gain upon men's minds and women’s hearts.

From the Ogden Junetien : — 
Oepzn Inen Works.—A number of masons, stone-cutters and laborers are 


busy at work on the necessary buildings, and forty-seven Chinamen, under the 


direction of Mr. Pike, the contractor, 9 away in a deep out, making 
the canal to convey water from Ogden river through Farr’s tail- race. The canal 
is two thousand feet in length, nine feet deep, and fourteen feet wide, on the 
average. That portion next to the Works will be sixteen feet wide, cut with 
perpendicular banks, and be timbered and boarded over, as the ground in that 
vicinity will all be utilized.

The 
large shears, of the latest pattern, for cutting cold railroad iron, are still on the 
car, a track being laid down from the C. P. and U. P. reads to the works for the 
convenience of unloading and future use, as this company will manufacture 
iron aud rails for those roads. The en Iron Manufacturing Com are 
not making much noise, but are steadily at work, and mean business. ere 
is no doubt that the successful inauguration of this branch of manufacture will 
be ef incalculable benefit to Ogden. The making of iron is the foundation of 
‘numerous industries. We have an abundance of the raw material almost at 
our doors, four railroads meet close by the Works, to make business and eenvey 
material, and it only wants good ing an verance to make Ogden Iron 
Works one of the great institutions of Utah, and of the great Pacific Slope. 
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
